of the farmers of Iowa select seeJ 
corn in the spring, instead of in flic 
fall of the preceding y ear."

say s a railway journal. 
Perhaps the 
most conclusive test was one between 
a trotter hitched to a sulky and a 
ninety horse power racing car mov­ 
ing at twenty miles an hour. 
At 
a 
given signal arbitrarily 
given the 
motor car was brought to 
a dead halt 
at a distance of twenty -six and one- 
half feet, w^hile the horse did not 
come to a stop until he had moved 
six teen feet further. 
Other ex periments were conducted 
with various forms of carriages and 
in every instance the motor car, al­ 
though one of the heaviest ty pes, was 
checked more 
quickly 
than horse 
drawn vehicles, although the gasoline 
carriage in most of the ex periments 
was moving tw’ice as rapidly as the 
horse. 
This is due to the general re­ 
cognition of the necessity of stopping 
a high power automobile quickly , and 
where in the case of a horse drawrn 
vehicle no brake is applied an auto­ 
mobile is supplied for checking the 
speed within its own length. 
It has already been shown that a 
greater number of accidents occur 
through horse drawrn vehicles than 
through automobiles, and the predic­ 
tion is made that with a more general 
use of automobiles 
the 
number of 
street accidents will be materially de­ 
creased.

H ardy little ev ergreea trees tha t are 
a source of so m uch pleasure during 
the w inter m onths, w hen there is no 
other foliage 
outdoors, 
should 
b e 
planted now w hile the sap is in the 
roots, ev en though flower b eds, win­ 
dow b oxes and tub s of b lossom ing 
plants are sacrificed to m ake the nec­ 
essary place, says the New York Tel­ 


egram . 
T here is a b ig dem and for all sizes 
and v arieties Just now, for women are 
b eginning to realize w hat an air of 
cheerfulness it giv es a house to hav e 
green foliage grow ing In b oxes out­ 
side their windows, or 
in wooden 
tub s placed at either side of the front 
door. 
If there are flower b eds they 
are filled w ith dark, rich looking green 
trees, in this way b eautifying the sur­ 
roundings tha t would otherw ise b e 
m arred b y the unev en b are spots. 
A nother attractiv e way of using fir 
trees if there is a law n in front of the 
house is b y planting sm all ones on 
e ither side of the walk. 
Persons who 
liv e in the country and hav e large 
grounds will prob ab ly spend Quite as 
m uch money this season in m aking 
their law ns pretty in this way as they 
paid to decorate w ith flowers last 


spring. 
W indow b oxes are the least expen­ 
siv e of these hearty w inter decora­ 
tions, are the easiest cared for, and 
a re so sim ply planted that a woman 
who has a window b ox can do all the 
w ork herself.

too close together, for if the foliage 
touches and the b ranches interlock 
so tha t the air does not radiate freely 
ab out the leav es and needles they will 
turn a dull b rown that is not desira­ 


b le. 
The sm all b lue spruce tha t grows 
to a point and has needles that are a 
real sky b lue m akes a handsom e b ox 
and has a healthy resinous odor.

FOWLS THAT PAY YOU WELL 


HOW to Look After the Young Birds 
To Get the Very Best Possi­ 
ble Results. 


Since its prices were so em phati­ 


cally skyward during the past season, 
m any who never attem pted tiirki v- 
raisin^ before will doubtless considt ^ 


the subject, m’rites Bessie L. Putnam. 
But do not attem pt it thinking tbai 
turkeys will 
run 
wild and almo'- l 
raise themselves. 
In one sense this 


is true: in another, pity ’tis true. The 
wild blood infused in its veins ren­ 
ders a wide range essential to thrift. 
And if tlv re are neighbors on two or 
m ore sides already engaged in turkey- 
raising, consider the danger th at tw'o 
or more flocks wiH get together a n J 
cause a neighborhood entanglem ent 
of an unpleasant sort. 
Sometimes it 
is best to stick to tb< chickens and 
ducks, rath er than quarrel over rov­ 
ing turkeys, or raise birds for others 
to feast upon. 
T urkeys are, 
when 
small, much 
more tender than chicks. 
More care 
is required in keeping them absolute­ 
ly dry and warm. Sunshine, if not too 
hot. Is their best medicine. 
The tu rk ­

ful than the hen for this reason; she 
Û& never ‘n a hurry. 
She will move

have become rested.

A strange case of 
the 
artificial 
heinling of the forces of nature to the 
advantage of mankind is shown in the 
invention of Mrs. Erva Noroman, of 
Punton township, in 
this 
county , 
writes a Lesueiir, Minn., correspond­ 
ent. 
Some y ears ago Mrs. Noroman 
conceived the idea that it might ne 
possible by special feeding to so alter 
the nature of the albumen in hens' 
eggs that it would have far greater 
adhesive qualities 
than 
have been 
naturally given it. 
She had seen people use the whites 
of eggs as a kind of glue to mend deli­ 
cate china, and, being an enthusiastic 
evolutionist, 
she believed that the 
natural product could be improved in 
this particular. 
She commenced feed­ 
ing her hens on different foods which 
she deemed might have some effect 
along the desired 
line, 
but finally 
abandoned every thing 
else 
except 
powdered 
fishbone 
and the gristly 
portions of horses 
and cattle, from 
which glue is made, with a slight ad­ 
mixture of cherry gum and milkweed. 
Her chief difficulty lay in combining 
with these articles a sufllcient quanti­ 
ty of nourishing 
food to sustain the 
fowls, and of such a nature that it 
should not destroy the effect of the 
adhesive substances. 
After many y ears of unrem itting 
care and study she succeeded in get­ 
ting the ration proportioned right, and 
is now able to feed her hens so that 
they lay eggs the white of which is 
the 
strongest 
adhesive 
substance 
known to man. 
It is perfectly trans­ 
parent and easily preserved in any 
climate, tind is so strong and lasting 
that she is able to sell at high prices 
all her flock of hens is able to pro­ 
duce. 
Broken china, of however deli­ 
cate texture, if mended by an invisi­ 
ble film of this natural glue, is strong­ 
er by far at the broken place than 
elsewhere, and the glue is not in tl^e 
least affected either by heat, cold or 
moisture, 
and 
the 
article may be 
boiled an hour without being in the 
least loosened at the cracks again. 
The only difficulty about the m at­ 
ter is that the adhesive nature of the 
albumen is not perfect until the hen 
Is three y ears of age, and it takes a 
fowl of strong constitution to thrive 
under the unnatural food, so that the 
glue is liable to remain expensive un­ 
til the production of it becomes more 
general.
